gt^ll remains in the hands of the 
family. In 1604 the colony passed 
iuto the hands of the English, who 
confirmed the right of soil to Van 
Rensselaer, but transferred the sov- 
ereignty to the British Government 
There have baen fewer better real 
estate transactions in the New or Old 
World than the purchase by the pat 
roon a30 years ago. It was almost 
as good as the buying of the whole 
of Manhattan Island from the natives 
by Peter Minnits for 824.

LABOR TROUBLE IN 


While tbe great army of toilers in 


this oonntry are complaining «t w 
diced wages, or partial employment, 
tbe same class in Europe an similar- 
ly troubled, bnt probably to a worse 
extent. From England oomes the cry 
ol snffbring operatives in tbe great 
cotton mills of that Kingdom, whose 
wages have been reduced to a point 
tbat barely permit, the purchase of 
the commonest necessities of life. In 
the woolen district* there is equal 
suffering; and as both branches of in- 
dustry are demoralized from over- 
production, we do not see bow the 
condition of the employes can be im- 
proved at present. 


Frott Scotland conies the same 


complaint, of unremnneratiYe busi- 
ness to the manufacturer", in e*ery 
class of fabrics—in cotton, silk, wool- 
en and iron—and also in the great 
steamship building districts on the 
Clyde, where a second redaction of 
wages' within eight months is an- 
nounced.

It is now conceded that W. A. 


Walker, the Dnmosratic candidate for 
Sheriff, has been elected br a plural- 
ity of seven votes. Tbe votes given 
in the JOURNAL of yesterday have not 
been changed by any farther figures. 
All the ballot boxes of the eleven pre- 
cincts have been placed in the ens- 
tod? of the County Clerk, except 
Mill, aud that will come down to-d*y. 
The matter is still generally dis- 
cussed in all its bearings, and all 
ki[,ds of law quoted to prove this, 
that or the other. We do not think 
a suit will come out of the matter, 
because the Commissioners, when 
thoy meet as a Boar.l of Canvassers 
on the 15th, will carefully count the 
ballots and award the certificates to 
the one entitled. The law governing 
them is very plain. 
Wo copy the 


section bearing upon all such cases 
as the one at issue. It in the law de 
fining the duties of County Commis- 
sioners, Statutes of Neva la, 1877, 
page 81: 


SECTION 13. Tbe Board of Connty 


Commissioners shall also act as a 
Board of Canvassers and declare elec- 
tion returns aud cause a certificate of 
election to be given by their clerk to 
any person who shall be elected to 
any county or township offices with- 
in theircounly. * * * * * When said 
Board of Connty Commissioners shall 
have canvassed tbe vote for county 
and township offices and it shall ap- 
pear from such canvass that any 
county or township officer voted for 
lit such election his received a ma- 
jority of ten votes or less, in such a 
ca^o. 'jpon application of thedefeated 
candidate for 
such office, setting 


forth, under oath, that he has reason 
to believe, and does believe, that a 
mistake or mistakes have occurred on 
the part of the Inspectors of Elaction 
in any election precinct or precincts 
in said county, sufficient to change 
the result of such election so far as 
said office is concerned, it shall be 
tbe duty of 
said Board of Coun 


ty Commissioners to imme 'iately 
proceed 
to 
recount the ballots 


for said office or any or all the pre- 
cincts in saiJ county wherein any 
mistake or mistakes are alleged to 
have occurred, and shall continue 
such couut from day today (Sundays 
excepted) until the votes of all the 
election precincts wherein any mis- 
take or mistakes are alleged to have 
occurred, shall have been counted, 
ami when said count is completed, 
shall declare the result and issue tbe 
certificate of election to the party en- 
titled thereto, as determined by their 
said count; but they shall in no case 
bo allowed to throw out any ballot 
upon any alleged legal defect, if 
from the face of such ballot, it can 
upon inspection, be ascertained for 
whom the elector intended to cant his 
ballot, provided that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent either paHy 
to said proceedings to contest the 
right to said office in the Cour a, in 
the manner now proscribed by law. 


The latter portion of this law would 


seem to conflict -vitb the law against 
pasters, for it is evident that a voter 
desires to vote for a candidate if he 
tukos the pains to cut his name out 
and paste it over his opponent.
